Senators Gorman and Culberson Take Republi- 


cans to Task For Large Expenditures 


and Make Charges of 


Imperialism. 


WASHINGTON, April 28.—The first ] 


ncasion 
of 
the fifty-eighth ' congress 


was declared nljourned at 2 o'clock by 


President Pro Tern Fryc in tlic senate 


nnd by Speaker Cnnnon in tlic 'house at 


2:10 o'clock. 


INCREASE IN APPROPRIATIONS. 
The senate begun business promptly 


":it 10:20 today in continuution of Wed-1 
nosdny's legislative session and immed- 


iately afterwards agreed to the confer- 


ence report on tlio emergency river and 
harbor bill. 


The Philippine bond bill at 
the in- 


stance of senator Lodge was token up 
nnd fond nt length, the house measure 
being substituted for the scnste meas- 
ure. 


Mr. Allison, chairman of the commit- 


tee on appropriations, submitted a ser- 
ies of tobies prepared by the clerks of 
the appropriations 
committee showing 


»n incTc'n's'e'of $2S-,0&,000 over-the ap- 
propriations for last season. He gave 
tho principal Hums of increase us fol- 
lows : 


For tho navy, $10,000,000; on account 


of the postal service, including rural free 
delivery, ,f3,000,000. 


He also stati-d that there is an in- 


crease of SS,S3-,000 in the permanent 
annual appropriations, the chief item be- 
ing $5,000,000 for the bunk note redemp- 
tion fund and the next most important 
item being $2,250,000 for the irrigation 
reclamation fund. ' 


Speaking generally Mr. Allison said 


tho appropriations were in the main for 
the conduct of the government, and he 
expressed the opinion that they would 
not.be criticised. He also referred to 
obligations assumed, and said those of 
this year ore less than for ninny years 
previous. While Mr. Allison was speak- 
ing Mr. Kittredgc presented' the confer- 
ence report oil the- Panama canal bill, 
and it was agreed to without comment. 


The house resolution- fixing 2 p. in. to- 


day an tho hour for the final adjourn- 
ment of tho session was presented and 
was adopted without being referred to 
a committee. 


Resuming, Mr. Allison said the obliga- 


tions 
aside 
from appropriations 
in- 


curred at the present session amount to 
$24,000,000. 


SOME DEMOCRATIC FIGURING. 
Mr. Culberson presented a review of 


appropriations for tho past twelve years, 
covering.the last administration of Mr. 
Cleveland and the MoKinlcy and Roose- 
velt administrations. He said tho total 
expenditures under tho Roosevelt ad- 
ministration had been $2,040,000,000 or 
8211,000,000 groaici- than the%foitr years 
of 
the McKi'vley administration, and 


$883,000,000 greater than in tlio \four 
years of tho Cleveland administration. 
These increases he 
subdivided as fol- 


lows;

000; naVal, S231,000,000; military, $284;- 
000,000. He nlso said that for 1!>05 the 
total appropriation on account of the 
military, including pensions, would be 
$387,000,000 and said that excluding the 
expenses of the Boer war, the military 
expenditures of the United States for 
190:) were -$32,000,000 more than those 


' o( Great Britain for that year; $131,- 


000,000 greater than those of Germany 
and $139,000,000 in excess of those of 
France. 


• Replying co Mr. Allison, Mr, Gorman 
placed tho tola- appropriations of this 
setwion at $781.000,000 and the obliga- 
tions incurred at over $24,000,000, or 
morn than $800,000 all told, not Includ- 
ing' th« appropriation for the Panama 
rtinul. He .said the figure* were amnz- 
iu|j and predicted tha.t it would be im- 
poniiible to continue expenditure at this 
rate without increasing taws. He at-

GORMAN'S CHARGES. 


Mr. Gorman referred to the increases 


for the support of the army and said 
tluil if the present tendency'Should bo 
pursued the army would become an in- 
strument of tyranny. 
He charged that 


it was now being organized on the plans 
of the German army. He also charged 
that the chief reason for the building up 
of tins army and navy was to .attract the 
attention of the crowned heads of Eu- 
rope. He again charged that the 'early 
adjournment—the earliest in the history 
of the country—had been due to influ- 
ence from the White House and said 
that while delay might have been secur- 
ed it would not have changed, results 
and delay was not therefore undertaken 
by the Democratic senators. 
'Mr. Allison. replied to Mr. Gorman, 


say in™ he was surprised to hear from 
him that the adjournment of congress 
was premature or unduly'influenced. 


Mr. Allison,, also characterized,, Mr. 


Culberson's tables as. "old- -and-worn 
out."

Mr. Aldrich drew the inference that in

DUE TO SPANISH WAR. 


Mr. Allison said the extraordinary ex- 


penditures of the McKinlev administra- 
tion had been due to the Spanish war 
which was forced upon the president, 
lie combattcd the statement that the 
expense of the military establishment 
were greater than those of,the European 
nations, saying that the pension expen- 
ditures could.not properly be included 
in such estimates. 


Mr. Culberson said the figures, given 


for other countries include their pen- 
sion lists and Mr. Gallinger called at- 
tention to the fact .that the European, 
countries grant, very limited pensions. 
Mr. Allison, admitted that there had 
been an increase in the strength of the 
army, but said' Uic increase had been 
made as a non-partisan move. He said 
that our per capita expenditures an ac- 
count .of the military were smaller than 
those of any other country. 


Mr, Allison also defended the admin- 


istration of the postolfice department as 
on the whole economical and honest. 


REPLIES TO GORMAN. 


Mr. Aldrich also said that never since 


tho Spanish-American war had the coun- 
try been able to get back to a peace 
footing although he hoped it might. 


Referring to the charge of undue haste 


in adjourning Mr. Aldrich said the con- 
gress was about to adjourn because the 
public business had been completed. He 
thought the country was to be congratu- 
lated. 


Mr. Gornn.n said that the 
revenue 


question had been evaded 
because 
it 


would disturb the political atmosphere. 
Why not admit, it, he asked, and added 
that he did not blame the Republicans 
for this policy because the Democrats 
had tried it to their sorrow. 


'We do admit" responded 
Mr. Al- 


drich, "not that we fear any disturbance 
to the political atmosphere, but to the 
business atmosphere, which would be 
cruel nnd wanton. 


Mr. Gorman predicted the election of 


11 Democratic house in November hut ad- 
mitted that tho Republicans would con- 
trol the senate for four years .more. 


He said there was u<- move likelihood 


of !,hc Republicans giving satisfaction to 
the country than there was of Mr. Al- 
drich going to Japan to rule as he rules 
here. 


"Can not the senator foretell what the 


Democratic party will do if in power?"

"It would do as it has done from the 


foundation of the government," respond- 
ed Mr..Gorman.

At. 2 o'clock this morning a 'building 


owned by J. R. Benzine of Iowa, located 
at Lakeside, and occupied by William 
Leonard of MyGntts Corners as a gro- 
cery store and meat market, was burn- 
ed to the ground, only one chimney be- 
ing left standing. The upper part of the 
building was occupied by Bud Williams 
and used as n boarding house, but. no 
boarders wero living there nt the time 
of the fire. The entire place was be- 
ing repainted nnd repaired. 
Ho\v the 


fire started is unknown, but it is suppos- 
ed that, a stove door broke open, nnd 
let a quantity of hot coals'fall upon the 
floor. 


The fire department was summoned as 


quickly ns possible, but. before. they 
reiiche'd there it was evident that the 
bnilding'was doomed. Owing to the lack 
of water pressure nt Lakeside no stream 
of any strength was available, and the 
efforts of the firemen were directed to- 
ward the prevention of any spread of tho 
flro. 


The stock of groceries and meat and 


the fixtures were insured for about $700, 
which will just ahout cover the loss, and 
the furniture belonging to Bud Williams 
was insured for 
the 
name 
amount, 


Uioujjh its^nctual value was over $1,000. 
'Whether or not.the building was insured 
•is not known/though it is supposed.that 
'jt was fiillv covered.

., During the night of April 26, two Rus- 
sian torpedo boats met at sea the Jap- 
anese military transport Kinshiu Maru, 
of 4,000 tons, laden with rice and other 
military stores and about 1,500 tons of 
coal. The transport was armed with 
four Hotchk'iss gtms of 47 millimetres. 
The Russians captured on board seven- 
teen officers, twenty soldiers, eighty-five 
military carriers, or coolies, and sixty- 
fiivc of .the'crew who 'surrendered. The 
remainder of the men who were to form 
jt. landing party nnd.who were left with- 
out officers,, obstinately refused to sur- 
render or go on .board .a Russian cruiser. 
Furthermore they offered armed resist- 
ance to the Russians. In the end they 
were sent to the bottom with the trans- 
port.

WASHINGTON, April 23.—The fol- 


lowing cablegram from Tokio has been 
received "by the Japanese, minister here: 


"Th'e commander^of the Japanese nav- 


al -detachments sent to tho Yalu reports 
that our detachment reached the Yalu 
river Monday and while going up stream 
the enemy's field guns opened against us 
without effect. We discovered a force 
of ihe enemy on an island in midstream 
and when we fired on them they fled. On 
Tuesday the enemy's cavalry -100 strong 
attacked our launches. Our torpedo 
joat Nopk replied and the enemy fled 
into the mountains. Front Antsu Shan 
we replied to the enemy's guns and si- 
lenced them after half an hour. There 
were no casualties on our side."

After reviewing the. expenditures for 
he next iiscal year Mr. Hcmenway cmi- 
ludes: 
"The expenditures of our government 


ii the aggregate us exhibited by the ap- 
jropriations of congress are large and 
>y 
unthinking persons, especially 
by 


misguided newspapers, are denounced as 
extravagant,.and yet, according to the 
•cry best authority oiyr national govern- 
ment is the most economically adminis- 
icred of any in- the civilized world." A 
,nblc to substantiate this statement is 
ivcn showing 'the per capita expcndi- 
^ures of the leading nations. The high- 
est given in New Zealand, where the per 
capita expense'is $30.38, the lowest is 
the United States with a per capita 
ihowing of $7.97. 


The total-appropriations made by this 


congress aggregate, according to Mr. 
Hernenway 
are $781,574,620. Of this 


•aim $26,801,843 was to pay deficiencies 
for prior fiscal years, and $58,600,000 is 
set aside for application to the'sinking 
:und. 'This- Jeaves the total-appropria- 
tion for the expenses of the government 
for the year 1005, $608,272,780. The to- 
al estimated revenues for this period 
are $704,472,060, or an excess over ap- 
propriations or authorized expenditures 
Of $0,199,274. Continuing, Mr. Hemen- 
wny says: 


SURPLUS NEXT YEAR. 


"Experience has demonstrated that 


one year with another, the actual ex- 
penditures of the-government are about 
"ivc per cent less than the appropriations' 
ma.de by congress"; and, anticipating that 
the coming fiscalyeaf will not prove an' 
exception to this practically well catab- 
:ished rule; it is safe to assume that the 
apparent surplus of revenues over ex- 
penditures will be augmented" by not 
less than $85,000,000. thus' affording a 
safe margin of at least $40,000,000 be- 
tween revenues nnd expenditures with 
which to meet all legitimate; deficiencies 
that may arise- and that may have to bo 
provided for next session' and also af- 
Eording a considerable sum to be devot- 
ed to the sinking fund."

house and shot his wife in the faco, in- 
flicting a fatal wound. Then he shot his 
daughter, who was attempting to escape 
from the house with her infant in her 
arms. 
The bullet passed through her 


face and she fell on the doorstep, dying 
an hour later. The baby escaped in- 
jury. 


Morrison rushed to the home of Ma- 


thias Kling, near by, entered the house 
with threats against Mrs. Kling, whom 
he charged with causing the trouble be- 
tween his wife and himself, and fired a 
shot at her. Kling protected himself and 
wife by throwing up Morrison's arm and 
the bullet wenl'wide. He then took the 
revolver from Morrison.

Adjourned—All Appropri- 


ation Bills Passed. 


Senators Gorman and Culberson Take Pepubli- 


cans to Task For Large Expenditures 


and Make Charges of 


Imperialism. 


WASHINGTON, April 28.—The 
first 


session 
of 
the 
fifty-eighth 
congress 


was declared atjourncd at 2 o'clock by 
President Pro Tern Fryc in the senate 
nnd by Speaker C'nnnon in the -house at 
2:10 o'clock. 


1XCKEASE IX APPROPRIATIONS. 
The senate began business promptly 


at 10:30 today in continuation of Wed- 
nesday's legislative session and immed- 
iately afterwards agreed to the confer- 
ence report on the emergency river and 
harbor bill. 


The Philippine bond bill at 
the in- 


stance of Senator Lodge was taken up 
nnd rend at length, the house measure 
being substituted for the senate -meas- 
ure. 


Mr. Allison, chairman of the commit- 


tee on appropriations, submitted a scr- 
ips of tables prepared by the clerks of 
the appropriations committee showing 
an incre'itS'e of $2&,tl8o,000 over-tho ap- 
propriations for last season. lie gave 
the principal items of increase as fol- 
lows: 


For the navy, $10,000,000; on account 


of the postal service, including rural free 
delivery, $8,000,000. 


He also atatcd that there is an in- 


crease of $S,S3i,000 in the permanent 
annual appropriations, the chief item be- 
ing $5,000,000 for the bunk note redemp- 
tion fund and the next mo»t important 
item being $2,250,000 for the irrigation 
reclamation fund. ' 


Speaking generally Mr. Allison said 


the appropriations were in the main for 
the conduct of the government, and he 
expressed the opinion that they would 
not be criticised. He also referred to 
obligations assumed, and said those of 
this year arc less than for many years 
previous. While Mr. Allison was speak- 
ing Mr. Kittredge presented the confer- 
ence report oil the Panama canal bill, 
and it was agreed to without comment. 


The house resolution, fixing 2 p. in. to- 


day as the hour for the final adjourn- 
ment of the session was presented and 
was adopted without being referred to 
a committee. 


Resuming, Mr. Allison said the obliga- 


tions 
aside 
from appropriations 
in- 


curred at the present session amount to 
$24,000,000. 


SOME DEMOCRATIC FIGURING. 
Mr. Culberson presented n review of 


appropriations for the past twelve years, 
covering,the last administration of Mr. 
Cleveland and the McKinley and Roose- 
velt administrations. He said the total 
expenditures under the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration had been $2,040,000,000 or 
8211,000,000 groiucr thnn the^four years 
of the McK;nlcy administration, and 
$883,000,000 greater than in tlie >four 
years of the Cleveland administration. 
These increases he 
subdivided as fol- 


lows: 
Civil administration, 
$160,000,- 


000; 
naval, $231,000,000; military, $234;- 


000,000. He nlao said that for 1905 the 
total appropriation on account of the 
military, including pensions, would be 
$387,000,000 and said that excluding the 
expenses of the Boer war, the military 
pxpenditure» of the United States for 
1903 were '$32,000,000 more than those 
of Great Britain for that year; $131,- 
000,000 greater than those of Germany 
and $138,000,000 in excess of those of 
France. 
- lieplying to Mr. Allison, Mr. Gorman 
placed the iota; appropriations of this 
session at ijl7»l:000,000 and the obliga- 
tions incurred at over $24,000,000, or 
more than $800,000 all toW. not includ- 
ing' the appropriation for the Panama 
c»n»!. He .said the figures were amnz 
ing and predicted that it would be im- 
IHMaiblc to continue expenditurts at this 
rate without increasing taxes. He at- 
tributed the rapid increase t» the ambi; 


lion of the preaideut to irink«"'Jl' the 
United State*, "f, great -world power," 
ud said tiiut we had rented nu liavvo.-it 


except the loss of life and demoraliza- 
tion in every branch of the government 
service. 


GORMAN'S CHARGES. 


Mr. Gorman referred to the increases 


for the support of the army and said 
that if the present tendency should bo 
pursued the army would become an in- 
strument of tyranny. He charged that 
it was now being organized on the plans 
of the German army. He also charged 
that the chief reason for the building up 
of the army and navy was to .attract the 
attention of the crowned heads of Eu- 
rope. He again charged that the "early, 
adjournment—the earliest in the history 
of the country—had been due to influ- 
ence from the White House aiid said 
that while delay might have been secur- 
ed it would not have changed,,results 
and delay was not therefore undertaken 
by the Democratic senators. 


Mr. Allison replied to Mr. Gorman, 


saying he was surprised to hear from 
him that the adjournment of congress 
was premature or unduly'infiuenced.

DUE TO SPANISH.WAR. 


Mr. Allison said the extraordinary.•.-ex- 


penditures of the McKinley administra- 
i.ion hail been due to the Spanish wa,r 
which was forced upon the president. 
He combatted the statement that the 
expense of the military establishment 
were greater than those of ,1116 European 
nations, saying that the pension expen- 
ditures could, not properly be included 
ill such estimates. 
- / 


Mr. Cuiberson, said the figures, given, 


for other countries, include their penr. 
sion lists and Mr. Gallinger called at- 
tention to _the fact .that the European- 
countries grant, vej-y limited pensions. 
Mr. Allison, admitted that there -had 
been an increase in the strength of the 
army, but said the increase had been 
made as a non-partisan move. He said 
that our per capita expenditures an ac- 
count .of the military were smaller than 
those of any other country. 


Mr. Allison also defended the admin- 


istration of the postoffice department as 
on the whole economical and honest. 


REPLIES TO GORMAN. 


Mr. Aldrich also said that never since 


the Spanish-American war had the coun- 
try been able to get back to a peace 
footing although he hoped it might. 


Referring to the charge of undue haatc 


in adjourning Mr. Aldrich said the con- 
gress was about to adjotirn because the 
public business had been completed. ' He 
thought the country Was to be congratu- 
lated. 


Mr. Gormsin said that the revenue 


question bad been evaded because it 
would disturb the political atmosphere. 
Why not admit it, he nsked, and added 
that he did not blame the Republicans 
for this policy because the .Democrats 
had tried it to their sorrow. 


"We do admit" responded Mr. Al- 


dricli, "not that we fear any disturbance 
to the political atmosphere, but to the 
business atmosphere, which would be 
cruel and Wanton. 


Mr. Gorman predicted the election of 


a Democratic hoiise in November but ad- 
mitted that the Republicans would con- 
trol the senate for four years more. 


He said there was n(. more likelihood 


of the Republicans giving satisfaction to 
the country than there >was of Mr. Al- 
drich going to Japan to rule as he rules 
here.

"Can 
not the senator foretell what the 


Democratic party Will do if in power?"

stok squadron sank a Japanese military 
transport, the. Kinshu Mam, on 4,000

all on board with the exception of 17 of- 
ficers, 20 soldiers, 65 of the crew and 85 
coolie carriers. ^ The others, who refus- 
ed to surrender, were sent to the bot- 
tom with the ship. 


The official report of Rear Admiral 


Yeszeri to the emperor is as follows: 


During the night of April 26, two Rus- 


sian torpedo boats met at sea the Jap- 
anese military transport Kinshiu Manij 
of 4,000 tons, laden with rice and other 
military stores and about 1,500 tons of 
coal. The transport, was armed with 
four Hotchkiss guna of 47 millimetres. 
The Russians captured on, board seven- 
teen officers,-twenty soldiers, eighty-five 
military carriers, or coolies, and sixty- 
fiive -of ;the crew wbo 'surrendered. The, 
remainder of the men who .were to form 
-a landing party and who were, left with- 
out officers, obstinately refused to .sur- 
render or go on .board a. Russian cruiser. 
Furthermore they offered armqd resist- 
ance to the Russians. In the end they 
were sent to the bottom with the trans- 
port.

priations made thus far by the fifty- 
eighth congress were presented to the 
house today by Chairman Hemenway of 
tlie appropriations committee arid Rep- 
resentative Livingston of Georgia, the 
ranking Democratic member, of 
that 


committee. 
. 


"Good government housekeeping," is 


the 'caption chosen by Mr. Hemenway 
to represent his views. 


"A congress that has done nothing .but 


spend money," is the heading of Mr. 
Livingston's summary. 


After reviewing the expenditures for 


the next fiscal year Mr. Hemenway con- 
cludes : 


"The expenditures of our government 


in the aggregate as exhibited by the ap- 
propriations of congress are large and 
by , unthinking persons, especially 
by 


misguided newspapers, are denounced as 
extravagant,.and yet, according to the 
very best authority ou,r national govern- 
ment is the most economically adminis- 
tered of any in-the civilized .world." "A 
table to substantiate this statement is 
given showing 'the per capita expendi- 
tures of the leading nations. The high- 
est given in New Zealand, where the per 
capita expense is $30.38, the lowest is 
the United States with a per capita 
showing of $7.97. 


The total Appropriations made by this 


congress aggregate, according to Mr. 
Hemenway 
are $781,574,629. Of this 


sum $26,801,843 wag to pay deficiencies 
lor prior fiscal years, and $56,300,000 is 
set asittVfor application to the sinking 
fund. Thisr.Reaves the'total appropria- 
tion for the expenses of the government 
for the year 1905, $698,272",786. The to- 
tal estimated revenues for this period 
are $704,472,060, or an excess over -ap- 
propriations or authorized expenditures 
of $6,199,274. Continuing, Mr. Hemen- 
way says:

SURPLUS NEXT YEAR. 


"Experience has demonstrated that 


one year with another, the actual ex- 
penditures of the .government are about 
five per cent less than the appropriations' 
made by congress"; and, anticipating that 
the coming fiscal'year will not prove" an' 
exception to this practically well estab^ 
lished rule, it is safe'tp 'assume that the 
apparent surplus of revenues over ex- 
penditures will Be augmented' by not 
less' than $35,000,000, thus' affording a 
safe margin of at least $40,000,000 be- 
tween revenues" arid expenditures with 
Which' t6 meet all legitimate; deficiencies 
that may arise: and that may" have to be_ 
provided for next session and also af- 
fording a considerable sum to be devot- 
ed to the sinking fund." 


Mr. Livingston in his statement com- 


pares the expenditures 
of Democratic 


congresses with - Republican congresses, 
and adds:

• "The appropriations for each of the 
fiscal years 1895 and 1896, as made by a 
Democratic congress, do not materially 
vary, as-will be seen, one from the other, 
and the average only $494,619,602 for 
each year. 


CALLS IT EXTRAVAGANCE. 


"The table also show* that appropria- 


tions for federal expenditures made un- 
der a Republican administration. by a 
Republican congress for the next fiscal

cine now will again offer its site secure 
in the belief that this time the commis- 
sion will actually take close inspection 
of the site denied by the previous board.

Our exports to Japan are much lar- 


ger than twenty years ago. Now they 
form IS^per cent of our total exports, as 
against but six. per cent iu 1881 while 
England has dropped from 52 per cent 
down to but 18 per cent. This country 
also imports largely from Japan in ar- 
ticles chiefly wet do not produce our- 
selves and so in this respect hove mater- 
ially encouraged the Japanese to do bus- 
iness with tis. The trade figures made 
public are interesting and as follows: 


"The total exports from Japan in 1900 


amounted to 204,429,994 yen (yen is eq- 
ual to 51 cents United States currency) 
in value, and of this amount 52,56(5.395 
yen come to the United States, 39,177,455 
went to Hongkong, 31,871,570 to Chi- 
na, 39,150,423 to .France and 11,282,607 
to the United Kingdom. The total ex- 
ports of 1002 amounted to 258,3,03,085 
yen, of which 80,232,805 yen in value 
came to the United States, 25,878,059 
went to Hongkong, ,40,838,545 to China, 
27,283,458 to France and 17,340;i49 ' to 
the United Kingdom. 


"The exports of Japan to the United 


States, as already indicated, are chiefly 
articles which are "not produced in this 
country, and in a majority of cases arc 
those required by our manufacturers. 
Of. the 80,262,805 yen in value exported 
to the 'United States in 1902, 46,784,720 
yen consisted of raw silk, 8,921,995 yen 
manufactures of silk, 0,124,083 yen of 
tea, 0,381,733 yen matting for 
floors, 


577,888 yen rice, 1.516,401 yen chemicals, 
drugs, etc., while manufactures of bam- 
boo, lacquered ware and other products 
peculiar to the Japanese also 
figured 


largely in the list." 


WORK FOR 3VEW DEPARTMENT. 
The new department of commerce and 


labor is well equipped for the special in- 
vestigations which congress is inclined 
to impose upon it, and indeed for which 
purpose this was one of the reasons 
<ji"cti to account for the establishment of 
th« bureau. The.bureau some time since 
commenced an investigation into the -af- 
fairs of the meat trust and to ascertain 
if it was true any advantage was being 
taken of the live stock men and of the 
retailer, and this work is presumed will 
occupy more or less of time of the bur- 
eau for some time to come. But there 
are competent men in the bureau and 
Secretary Cortelyou is pleased to take 
under consideration questions that will 
come up for disposal in congress, and 
does not shirk when his bureau is called 
upon.

IN DATS OF- JERRY RUSK. 


An editorial in the Atlanta t Journal 


brings back vividly old times when that 
grand old man Jerry Rusk was the exe- 
cutive of .Wisconsin, honored and trust 
ed by every citizen alike. The article 
however relates to beet sugar produc- 
tions and it having reference to a per- 
iod when Governor Rusk had succeeded 
to the charge of the agricultural bureau 
the article is reprinted. It gays: 


"Much has been said and done to en- 


courage the production of the sugar beet 
in this country since the days of "TJnele 
Jerry" Rusk in the department of agri- 
culture. But as' yet the total 
sugar 


production of the United States is less 
than 10 per cent of the annual consump- 
tion. 'In 1000 the consumption of sugar 
amounted to 2,210,000 tons, while the to- 
tal production was only about 150,000 
tons. During the year 1003 the total 
beet sugar production of the 
country 


amounted to 208,135 tons, compared with 
105,403 tons in the previous year, an in- 
crease of 12.672 tons. Kinc new factor- 
ies were established, making a total 
number in operation of 53, as against 44 
for the season of ISK12-3. In volume of 
production California leads with an out- 
put of 60,603 tons from seven factories, 
although Michigan stands first us to 
number of beet sugar plants operated, 
having twenty; whose production in 1903 
was 57,004 tons. It will be a long time 
before the beet sugar refineries mkke 
much of an impression upon the ranrket 
for sugar in this country."

AH correspondents are absolute- 
ly prohibited from visiting the admir- 
alty dock, workshops or naval establish- 
ments, or from using boats in the har- 
bors or roadsteads of Port Arthur or 
Vladivostok.

RECORD BREAKER CROP 


Beet Sugar Tudtiitry Gives Promise ot 


Aflttnixilni; Xiarv« Proportions. 


This year will be a record breaker for 


the beet sugar-industry in Wisconsin if. 
the plans of the-Wisconsin and thaCiiip.- 
yieWa Sugar companies are carried'out. 
Last year-the.farmers of the ata'te:rois-. 
ed abovit 5o,000 tons of. sugars ibects, 
which .were converted at the Menomonee 
Falls plant' of • the Wisconsin company. 
The recently incorporated Ohippewa Su- 
gar company, owned by the'.promoters, 
of tlie Wisconsin company,' is riisning 
work on its 1700,000 plant, at-Chippewa 
Falls, and- this will be completed. Oct. 1. 
Tho officers of the company expect to 
handle over 60,000 tons of beets at each 
plant this year. This, at a vaulatioii of 
$o a ton, tlie average price, will mean 
that about $000,000 will be paid to the 
fanners who raise the beets. The pro- 
duct of the two factories, 12,000 tons of 
sugar, will be valued at about $l,2gO,000, 
including the value of the by-products. 


"We are now rushing work on the 


Chippcva Falls plant," said J. S. Lawso'n 
in the office of the Wisconsin company, 
"an.d it will be finished by Oct. 1, in time 
to uare for the crop. The output in the 
state will be double that of last year. 
Wo are still conducting experiments in 
other portions of "the .state to teat the 
adaptability of the soil for beet raising, 
and there is now 310 doubt that another 
plant will.be erected next year." 


Tlie Wisconsin company is capitalized 


at $600,000, and the Chippewa company 
at $700,000, representing in eaeli case the 
approximate value of the plant.

Bills, relating 
to the various departments were referr- 
ed strictly to members oi the cabinet 
who were present and as usual they 
passed upon them before they were sign- 
ed by the president.

RURAL CARRIERS MUST 


NOT SOLICIT FOR HIRE 


The conference' report on the postof- 


fiee appropriation bill presented in both 
houses, contains van amendment prohib- 
iting rural carriers from acting as agents 
or soliciting for hire. It is also provid- 
ed that, after July I, the salaries of the 
carriers shall be $720 a year. No feat- 
ure of the measure was so warmly con- 
tested. In the northwest, the rural car- 
riers were almost unanimously in sup- 
port of the agency privilege, on which 
tho senators and reprsentatives from 
that section were divided. Tho senate 
amendment, which was a compromise be- 
tween the two extremes, was bitterly op- 
posed bj-/the house'conferees who1 in- 
formed their colleagues of the "upper 
body that tbey'wfcre wedded to .the' "no 
privilege" amendment; and tlmfciit must 
be1 adopted' or•'tn'c-'life of thc"!p!reSen(; 
•session of congress would be""extended. 
Ah early agreement was reached on 
every other item''of the bill,-but the

nearly all of last 'week. The senate'-fin- 
'ftlly' yielded and the house amendment 
was adopted. While a perfunctory fight 
may be made on the amendment in the 
senate, it probably will prove futile.
